WITH BLIND DISREGARD 


We're guilty ...! Like the Romans Before the Fall 
By PIERCE HARRIS 


OR 10 OR 15 YEARS people have been saying 
to me, “Why don’t you write a book?” Well, 
for one thing, I’ve never thought I had any- 
thing to write about. There’s a big difference 
in having to write something—and having 
something to write. 

Another thing, the very thought of writing a hundred 
thousand words gave me a sharp pain in the small of my 
back, and the muscles between my shoulder blades would 
bunch up in little hard knots like hickory nuts. I’d have 
to take two aspirin tablets and a nap before I could re- 
cover from the shock of the thought. 

Then, I had an idea. It came about accidentally. Here’s 
the way I came to use it. 

I was invited down to Covington, Georgia, to address 
the Kiwanis Club, and let the day slip up on me without 
getting any speech ready. On the way down there, I hap- 
pened to think of the five reasons Gibbon, the historian, 
gives for the decline and fall of the Roman Empire. I 
thought if I could get five good jokes to fit each section 
and then a pretty good illustration to finish with, I might 
get by. 

Soon after getting home, I had half a dozen letters—or 
more—from men in Covington asking me to send the five 
reasons. I was surprised. Even after making the speech, I 
wasn’t particularly impressed—which means it must not 
have been much of a speech. 

When I started writing the things down, the parallels 
between what DESTROYED Rome and what is going on 
in our country at this very time were absolutely aston- 
ishing. I WAS impressed. 

Not long after that, I was invited to address a national 
convention in Atlantic City. I decided to use the “Roman 
Empire outline”—and did. When I got back to my room 
at the Claridge Hotel, there were eight slips with tele- 
phone calls, and I didn’t know a living soul in Atlantic 
City. I called them back. All eight of them were members 
of the convention wanting the “Five reasons for the fall 
of the Roman Empire.” When I got home, I had more 
than 100 letters from all over the United States asking 
for “the five reasons.” Since then, I have used the same 
oytline at conventions from New York to Miami and al- 
ways there has been a flood of cards and letters asking 
for the outline. 

My secretary has mailed hundreds of them, and hardly 
a week passes but from somewhere over the United States 
comes a request for the information. I couldn’t HELP be- 
ing impressed. “History strikes at least TWICE in the 
same place” may be only a saying, but the parallels be- 
tween the fall of Rome and the present pattern of life in 
America have shocked a lot of people to our possible 
danger. 

I may never finish the whole book. I still feel that 
twinge in my back—but if I should, it would. be entitled 
“WITH BLIND DISREGARD ...” and is lifted from one 
of the reasons Gibbon gives for the fall of Rome. But it 
also catches up the implications of our smug, phlegmatic 
complacency in the face of our decaying home life, our 
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high taxes and wasteful, needless expenditure of public 
funds, our rabid, fanatical hunger for excitement, our 
“political” pressure for armaments and “blind disregard” 
for destructive elements building up INSIDE our country 
—all these glaring defects in our present pattern, which 
also showed in the Roman picture—are vivid and vibrant 
in the title—“WITH BLIND DISREGARD...” 


IN ORDER to have the whole picture before 
us, even before we start, I want to set down here the rea- 
sons history gives for the fall of ROME and let you see 
for yourself the astonishing parallels. You TOO will be 
shocked. Here they are: 

1. “THE ALARMING INCREASE IN DIVORCE AND 
THE BREAKING UP OF THE ROMAN HOME”—and we 
lead the world. Any jury of our peers would find us guilty, 
as charged. 

2. “HIGHER AND HIGHER TAXES, UNTIL THE LOAD 
BECAME UNBEARABLE, WHILE OFFICIALS OF THE

We stand in such trembling fear of Rus- 
sia, we forget we are much more likely to destroy OUR- 
SELVES, than to BE destroyed from the outside. 

5. “A DECLINE IN RELIGION AND A WITHHOLDING 
OF SUPPORT FROM CHARACTER-BUILDING INSTI- 
TUTIONS.” Now, ladies and gentlemen—my fellow Amer- 
icans—with all our faults—we are NOT GUILTY! Here is 
our open door—our way of escape. Read these five rea- 
sons again, then follow me along. FINALLY, we’ll come to 
the OPEN DOOR.—The Atlanta Journal. 


(Editor’s Note) The disturbing subject Doctor Harris 
deals with in this article has been expanded into a full- 
length book, as he has mentioned here. The name of the 
book is Spiritual Revolution and is published by Double- 
day Company, Inc. The book is “a call to moral action 
in our time.”

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IESUS SAID, in John 3:3, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 

Because SIN is so vile and so wicked, mo- 
rality alone can never save a man, nor fit him 
| for the courts of heaven. Morality is just a 
cloak, a thin veneer on the surface. Sin is in the heart of 
every unregenerated man. Because all are sinners, every- 
one needs the Saviour! Even the most consecrated child 
of God was at one time a sinner. Ephesians 2:1-3, “And 
you hath he quickened, who were dead in trespasses and 
sins; Wherein in time past ye walked according to the 
course of this world, according to the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that worketh in the children of diso- 
bedience: Among whom also we all had our conversation 
in times past in the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the de- 
sires of the flesh and of the mind; and were by nature 
the children of wrath, even as others.” 

Sin is universal: Romans 3:23, “For all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of God.” I Cor. 15:22, “For as 
in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive.” 

Adam was created in the image of God. He was created 
pure and holy. The lovely garden of Eden was furnished 
for Adam to enjoy and over which he was to rule.

O Star of the East that led the earnest seekers of the 
Orient to the Christ in Bethlehem long years ago, may 
your rays of light and love lead honest-hearted seekers 
to the crucified Christ today! 

Romans 5:6-9, 19, “For when we were yet -without 
strength, in due time Christ died for the ungodly. For 
scarcely for a righteous man will one die: yet peradven- 
ture for a good man some would even dare to die. But 
God commendeth his love toward us, in that, WHILE WE 
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WERE YET SINNERS, CHRIST DIED FOR US. Much 
more then, being now justified by his blood, we shall be 
saved from wrath through him. For as by one man’s dis- 
obedience many were made sinners, so by the obedience 
of one shall many be made righteous.” 

I John 1:7, “But if we walk in the light as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with another, AND THE 
BLOOD OF JESUS CHRIST HIS SON CLEANSETH US 
FROM ALL SIN.” 

Through Christ and the power of His Holy Spirit, the 
law of sin is abolished. Romans 8:1, 2, “There is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit.

but was in all points tempted like as we are, yet without 
sin. Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in 
time of need. 


Berore the sinner can stand before God 
and ask for this great salvation, he must truly repent 
and be sorry for all of his sins. Psalm 51:17, “The sacri- 
fices of God are a broken spirit: a broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not dispise.” 

REPENTANCE IS NOT MERELY BEING SORRY FOR 
SINS; IT IS BEING SORRY ENOUGH TO QUIT THEM. 
Jesus speaks in Luke 13:3, “Except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish.” Acts 3:19, “Repent ye therefore and be 
converted, that your sins may be blotted out, when the 
times of refreshing shall come from the presence of the 
Lord.” 

Repentance is a godly sorrow. II Corinthians 7:9, 10, 
“Now I rejoice, not that ye were made sorry, but that ye 
sorrowed to repentance; for ye were made sorry after a 
godly manner, that ye might receive damage by us in 
nothing. For godly sorrow worketh repentance to salva-

tion not to be repented of: but the sorrow of the world 
worketh death.” 

Psalm 38:18, “For I will declare mine iniquity: I will be 
sorry for my sin.” 


REVIVAL IN SAMARIA 


SAMARIA received the preaching of Christ. 
Philip preached the Word in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power. He laid his hands upon the sick, and the 
Lord confirmed the Word with signs following. For un- 
clean spirits, crying with loud voice, came out of many 
that were possessed with them; and many taken with 
palsies, and that were lame, were healed. And there was 
great joy in that city. 

But in this city there was a socerer called Simon. He 
had bewitched the people and became famous for his un- 
holy deeds of magic, and had great popularity in the city. 
Simon attended Philip’s revival and was amazed at what 
he saw. Never had he seen it on this fashion. The blind 
could see; the lame were leaping for joy; the dumb sang 
the high praises of the Redeemer. The entire city was 
stirred for God, and they had great joy! 

The apostles at Jerusalem heard how Samaria had re- 
ceived the Word, and sent two, Peter and John, that they 
might further instruct the people in the deep things of 
God. These men prayed for the new believers at Samaria 
that they might receive the Holy Ghost. (Acts 8:17.) 
Then laid they their hands on them, and they received 
the Holy Ghost. 

This was something new to Simon the socerer. He saw 
the mighty display of power and coveted that he might 
be able to perform the same deeds. He saw the apostles 
place their hands upon the praying believers, and he saw 
the manifestation of the Holy Ghost as the believers re- 
ceived Him in all of His fulness. Simon approached the 
apostles and offered them money that they would give 
him the power that on whomsoever he might place his 
hands they would receive the Holy Ghost. 

Little did Simon know that this is not to be purchased 
with money. The world has always sought an easy way 
to salvation. It is the voice of the enemy that criticizes 
God’s great plan to save the human race. It is the voice 
of the enemy that would suggest another way, for there 
is a way that seemeth right unto man, but the end there- 
of are the ways of death. 

Peter, the apostle, said to Simon: “Thy money perish 
with thee, because thou has thought that the gift of God 
may be purchased with money. Thou hast neither part 
nor lot in this matter: for thy heart is not right in the 
sight of God. Repent therefore of this thy wickedness, 
AND PRAY GOD, if perhaps the thought of thine heart 
may be forgiven thee. Then answered Simon, and said, 
Pray ye to the Lord for me.”

YOUR salvation is a transaction between you 
and God. Repent; be godly sorry for your sins; pray to 
God and ask God for Christ’s sake to save you. 

Pray as did David of old. Psalm 51:1, 7, “Have mercy 
upon me, O God, according to thy lovingkindness: ac- 
cording unto the multitude of thy tender mercies blot 
out my transgressions. Purge me with hyssop, and I shall 
be clean; wash me, and I shall be whiter than snow.” 

Pray as Isaiah the prophet admonished in his day. Isa- 
iah 1:18, “Come now, and let us reason together, saith the 
Lord; though your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow: though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool.” 

Pray as Jesus told us to pray: Matthew 7:7, 8, “Ask, and 
it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall find: knock, and 
it shall be opened unto you; for everyone that asketh re- 
ceiveth; and he that seeketh findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened.” 


PRAYER FROM THE HEART (Luke 18:10) 


In Jerusalem stood the beautiful Temple of God. In a 
world of sin and idolatry, the house of prayer stood as a 
haven for the sin-sick souls of humanity. God revealed 
Himself here with glory and majesty and power, and it 
was here that humble souls could have communion with 
God. 

Two men went into the Temple to pray. One was a 
publican. The publicans were hated, and were social out- 
casts. At this time the Jews were under the dominion of 
Rome, and Rome exacted tribute of them. The Roman 
Senate farmed out the taxes to capitalists who undertook 
to pay a given sum into the treasury. Contracts of this 
kind fell into the hands of the richer class of Romans. 
They appointed managers, under whom were the actual 
custom-house officers, who examined the goods, assessed 
its value, and enforced payment of taxes. This was a 
vicious system. The publicans were encouraged in the 
most fradulent exactions. They overcharged whenever 
they had the opportunity. It was the basest of all liveli- 
hoods. The Jews felt as though they should not pay tax- 
es to the Romans. The publicans were regarded as trai- 
tors and apostates, defiled by their contact with the 
heathen. They were hated by the Jews everywhere. 

The second man that went into the Temple to pray 
was a Pharisee. The Pharisees were a religious group that 
was highly respected. They were proud of their self-right- 
eousness, and made a pretense of deep piety. Their de- 
votions were usually in public where they could be seen 
of men and attract their attention and admiration. With 
all of their pretense to righteousness, they were sensual 
and dissolute. 

The Pharisee stood and prayed a self-righteous prayer. 
He was not humble. He did not confess his sin, but boast- 
ed to God of that which he had done. He called God’s 
name once, and used the personal pronoun “I” five times. 
He prayed with himself thus: “God, I thank thee, that I 
am not as other men, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or 
even as this publican. I fast twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all that I possess.” 

Carnal deeds of the flesh cannot boast in the presence 
of God. When we have done our very best, we are still 
as an unprofitable servant, and all our righteousnesses 
are as filthy rags. What can take our sins away? Noth-

ARY THE MOTHER OF JESUS was God’s 
favorite woman. She had to be, to be en- 
trusted with such a tremendous responsi- 
bility. To say that Mary was God’s favorite 
woman is not the same as saying that she 
was man’s favorite, too—but perhaps it was 
posite. Is it even possible to be at once God’s 
favorite and man’s favorite? I think not. At least no Bib- 
lical personality ever found it to be so, for the qualities 
that make one favored of God usually make one unpopu- 
lar with man. This is because the favored ones of God 
live on a higher stratum of life than the common run of 
men—and to realize that they are surpassed infuriates 
them. 

Because Mary preferred the favor of God, it is highly 
improbable that she ever became the favorite of her con- 
temporaries. When God sent His angel to proclaim His 
intentions to His handmaid, she was not found away 
from home in the company of the gay set of her day— 
she was in meditation on God’s bountiful goodness. It 
would seem irreverent to even imagine that she was ever 
engaged to marry every young man who noticed her; but 
her life was already dedicated to matrimony with the 
older Joseph (see last week’s article), a carpenter of Gali- 
lee. No doubt she was adverse to the frivolous coquetish- 
ness that many girls used to win favor with the male 
gentry of their day. Mary did not seek the favor of men, 
and probably did not have it, but the purity of her heart 
and mind won for her the attention and favor of God. 
Then what matter was it to her if she was not highly 
popular? What did it matter if she did not have a wait- 
ing list of suitors? She had found the favor of God! Her 
fame was not in the mouths of ribald men, in street- 
corner jesting—but her name was known in heaven and 
whispered among the angels. 

That God ‘favors a girl of quiet and gentle mien is at- 
tested by the fact that He sought the mother of His Son 
in the sanctuary of her home, and not in some house of 
frolic. The capricious, flippant, giggling, lightheaded type 
of girl is never a favorite in the court of heaven. Mary 
was a genuine saint of God. Her name is above the names 
of all other women; hers is an eternal popularity. “Favor

is deceitful, and beauty is vain: but a woman that fear- 
eth the Lord, she shall be praised.” Man’s favor decays, 
but God’s favor is strength forever. “And the angel came 
in unto her, and said, Hail, thou art highly favored, the 
Lord is with thee: blessed art thou among women.” This, 
of course, does not mean, as some would have it, that 
blessings emanated from her to others, but, rather, that 
she had received a blessing far above that of any other 
woman, for she had been chosen to be the mother of Je- 
sus Christ. 

Why was Mary so highly favored with God? What 
characteristics made her the favorite woman of God? 
There must have been a reason that He chose her body, 
her words, her character, her presence to be the nurture 
of His Son. Ah, what a beautiful, strong, spiritual woman 
she was! Virginity was not her only qualification, for 
there were numerous virgins in her day. “Many daughters 
have done virtuously, but thou excellest them all.” Her 
fear of God was not the sole cause for her selection— 
there were other virgins who feared God. Those basic 
principles will not be discussed here, because it was a 
deeper, finer character that caused her to excel the other 
maidens of her day. Nor can any girl attach her hope to 
these basic virtues today—to be highly favored of God, 
she must be just a little higher, a little deeper, a little 
broader in most things than the others around her. 


1. FAITH 


ONE of the most striking qualities of Mary 
was her seemingly boundless faith. What Gabriel re- 
vealed to her was one of the most preposterous things she 
had ever heard; it was contrary to every semblance of 
reason: that she, a virgin, should bear a son while still 
a virgin. How? How can this thing be? If you can grasp it, 
Mary, it is simple enough, for “. . . the Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee.” That was enough for Mary! She believed 
that! Although she could not understand it, she believed 
it. The Holy Ghost shall come upon thee. That should be 
sufficient for us all. 

It so happened, Mary remembered, that her cousin Eliz- 
abeth was experiencing something much akin to this. She 
was older, her experience was older—what a source of 
faith and comfort she could be. So away to the hills fled 
Mary, to the side of Elizabeth. One can well imagine the 
joy and ecstasy they shared: so much to discuss, so much 
to pray about, so many plans to make, so many hopes in 
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Luke 1:30, “And the angel said unto her, Fear not, 
Mary: for thou hast found favor with God.”

their hearts, so much companionship each could offer 
the other. Two sons were to be born, called of God even 
before conception; one would foretell the other. Who in 
turn was to become the Saviour of Israel and the world. 
Mary did not, yea, could not, understand, but she did be- 
lieve. 


2. PRAISE 

Mary’s ability to effectually praise God is a worthy 
gauge of her deep piety. Her Magnificat is one of the 
most sublime portions in the Scripture. Read her words of 
praise in Luke 1:46-55, if you want to discover one of the 
most beautiful passages in all literature. What spiritual 
passion must have possessed her as she poured out her 
heart before the household of Zachariah. None but the 
purest hearts could give such genuine adoration and wor- 
ship. The heart of Mary praised God. 


3. DISCRETION 


AFTER. three months, Mary went quietly 
home—no fanfare, no whispering of secrets, no self- 
claimed virtue and honor. She did not even share her 
glorious secret with Joseph her spouse. Perhaps Mary 


‘could have spared him many days of anguish with one 


hour’s conversation and confidence—but discretion was 
too much a part of her for any secrets to be told. If it was 
so that “as a jewel of gold in a swine’s snout, so is a fair 
woman which is without discretion,” Mary determined 
that such would never be her case. Some seem to think 
that any true thing is legitimate fare for gossip, but 
there are many true facts best not discussed or divulged. 
How noble are they that have the judgment to know 
when to speak and when to keep silence. Proverbs 29:11, 
“A fool uttereth all his mind, but a wise man keepeth it 
till afterwards.” Remember that verse, you who never 
have a secret, you who think it a virtue to say just what 
you think, you who think anything true is fair field for 
your bandying chatter. God’s favorite woman cannot be a 
gem in a hog’s snout! 


4. MEDITATION 


Like another Mary (she of Bethany), the woman cho- 
sen to be the mother of our Lord spent much of her time 
in reverent meditation and musing on God’s righteous- 
ness, Person, and Word. Religion to her was not a per- 
functory task to be performed regularly, but it was an 
inner experience that never grew old, that never relaxed 
hold on her heart and mind. “But Mary kept all these 
things, dnd pondered them in her heart.” Still quiet and 
reticent, she mused within her own heart and confided

to her own spirit the wondrous grace of God. 

Twelve years later, her son now old enough to make 
the pilgrimage to Jerusalem and to discourse with the 
rabbis, she still kept these things in her heart. His words 
disturbed her. Such words of expected knowledge as, 
“Wist ye not that I must be about my Father’s business?” 
Her son’s words were pondered in her heart, and she 
noted the supreme wisdom they contained. Her respect 
for Him increased as He grew older. She listened to Him 
and noted His words in her heart. God’s favorite woman 
was, and is, able to say, “Thy word have I hid in my 
heart, that I might not sin against thee.” 


5. OBEDIENCE 


WHEN the friends of Mary needed additional 
wine at the marriage in Cana, she knew just the One to 
help the situation. Her advice was, “Whatsoever he saith 
unto you, do it.” Her son had grown up. Knowing Him to 
be the Son of God, she gave Him the same obedience she 
had always given the Father. Jesus Himself asserted in 
Luke 11:27, 28, that to obey God is a greater thing with 
God than to have borne the Son of God. 


6. GOOD MOTHER 


Mary was the perfect mother. God was able to see that 
before He chose her to mother His Son. Jesus remained 
her little one throughout His lifetime, and her attitude 
toward Him was always one of affection and care. The 
protective instinct of motherhood never departed from 
her, even after the recognition of her son as the all-pow- 
erful Anointed One of God. Once when she feared for 
His safety, she went with His brothers into the streets to 
search for Him and lead Him to safety. Her heart pined 
for His nearness and her soul suffered for His welfare. 
She was a mother in the highest sense of the term. 

The pain of heart and soul she endured at the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus is indescribable. She compelled her aged, 
spent body to follow the infamous procession that prodd- 
ed Him onward to His death. On and on she ran, groan- 
ing at every step for her son. How gladly she would have 
substituted her frail, joyless body on that cross so that 
He might not suffer so. With perfect love she could have 
felt the spikes pierce her hands and have the thorny

ing but the blood of Jesus! This proud Pharisee left the 
Temple of God without a blessing from heaven. He asked 
nothing of God, so he received nothing. 

The hated, despised publican realized he was a vile 
sinner. He confessed his repented sins and pleaded for 
the mercy of God. Humbly he approached the throne of 
God. He stood afar off and would not so much as lift up 
his eyes unto heaven, but with deepest agony of soul he 
smote upon his breast, saying, “God, be merciful to me 
a sinner.” 

Jesus said, “I tell you this man went down to his house 
justified rather than the other: for everyone that exalt- 
eth himself shall be abased, and he that humbleth him- 
self shall be exalted” (Luke 18:9-14). 


BELIEVE GOD! 


AFTER the seeker has truly repented and 
asked God for forgiveness, then he must believe God. He- 
brews 11:6, “But without faith it is impossible to please 
him, for he that cometh to God must believe that he is, 
and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek 
him.” 

Acts 2:21, “And it shall come to pass, that whosoever 
shall call on the name of the Lord shall be saved.”

Romans 10:9-13, “That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved.

crown mat her locks—if that would spare Him. To the 
very end she was a perfect mother. 


7. CONSTANCY 


To ME, the stedfastness of Mary was per- 
haps her greatest virtue. She held on; she stayed, not only 
when the warm winds of eager youth were blowing, but 
through blasting tempests of hopelessness and despair 
and finally through the doldrums of loneliness, of weak- 
ness, of helplessness. No up-and-down experience was in 
her heart, no vicissitudes ever occurred in her spiritual 
life. After the cruel death of her son, most mothers would 
have quit, or, at least, ceased an active part in religious 
work. But not constant Mary. On the day of Pentecost 
she was still with the followers of her son. Acts 1:14, 
“These all continued with one accord in prayer and sup- 
plication, with the women, and Mary the mother of Jesus, 
and with his brethren.” She was still there. Regardless of 
the shock of seeing Jesus crucified, her stout heart kept 
beating for God. 

And so it was with God’s favorite woman. Hers was a 
beautiful, unblemished, exemplary life. It is highly im- 
probable that she lived long after the day of Pentecost, 
but the last picture we see of her is one of unexcelled 
strength and determination—waiting, waiting, waiting 
for the promise her son had left His disciples. It is a pity 
that the life story of one so precious as Mary should be- 
come encumbered with unnecessary and unscriptural 
legends and myths—suppositions and fabrications that 
rob her of her warm humanness and realness. The de- 
votees of Mariolatry would place her equal with the 
mighty Son of God she bore. That is wasted effort, for 
nothing they can invent would ever make her equal to 
Him, and her life needs no further embellishment to 
make her one of the greatest persons to ever live. 

We do not know when she died. But let us leave her 
where the Bible leaves her: in the upper room, waiting 
for the Holy Ghost, waiting with an expectancy that was 
perhaps similar to that of thirty-odd years before, when 
she waited for Jesus to be formed in her life and body. 
We find God’s favorite woman waiting, and we leave her 
waiting—each time for the promise of God to possess and 
occupy her stout heart and pure body.

Regret- 
fully, we put away our big gospel tent 
to wait until next year to hold more 
revivals under it. The nights have be- 
come too cold for services in the tent. 

On Sunday morning after the re- 
vival closed, seventeen were gloriously 
baptized in water and have started 
out to walk with Christ in the newness 
of life. God, give us wisdom to guide 
aright the uncertain, questioning 
footsteps of these babes in Christ. We 
need your prayers that we may be 
able to nurture, admonish, and es- 
tablish them in the Lord, and thereby 
establish a new church. 

Had you been able to look into our 
living room one Sunday night in the 
past month, your heart would have 
been warmed. Most of the men were 
away in service, and only some of the 
women were remaining at home. Sol- 
dier boys began arriving, until four 
had come. A soldier’s wife came, also. 
There was no car in which to take 
them to service, so they decided to 
have an American service. Though 
the group was small, the blessings and 
presence of God was not. Greatly en- 
couraged and uplifted, those soldiers 
of their country and the cross re- 
turned to camp. 

In our recent ministers’ meeting we 
appointed, for the first time, pastors 
to permanent positions. Each minister 
has three or more churches to pastor, 
but we expect to meet this challenge 
and make progress. Sunday Schools 
and Y.P.E.’s are being established, and 
we beg you to help us pray and be- 
lieve for the day when we shall have 
a Bible school to train and educate 
desperately needed workers and min- 
isters.

Well, we are again back in Bar- 
bados, in the battle for God, after our 
furlough, which we surely did enjoy. 
We had a very pleasant passage front 
Boston to Barbados. We were able to 


visit the church in Bermuda, as we 
had two nights there, and were glad 
to meet with Brother Brummett and 
family. We did all we could to encour- 
age them.

We next came to St. Kitts where we 
landed about 9 a.m. on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 4.

We then called at Sad- 
dlers, where we have been renting a 
small place and where our enemies 
got the landlord to give us notice that 
they needed the place to live in. They 
rent it to the opposite crowd and we 
are now without a place of worship. 
We can get a spot of land to rent and 
build on, so I have, in faith, advised 
Evangelist Greene to rent it as from 
the first of the year. We are trusting 
the Lord to help us build or purchase 
a building we can put on the land. 

We went on to Newton ground, 
where we have a nice concrete build- 
ing; then we came back to Central 
Street church in the _: We offered 
prayer and thanked God for the wa 
He has helped in St. Kitts.

It would encourage 
them much if they could be helped 
with $200, or even $150.

INTERNATIONAL NEWS 


Churches Act to Combat Italian 
Persecution 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Swift 
action on the part of local, national, 
and interdenominational church cir- 
cles followed the closing of 22 Church 
of Christ chapels by the Italian Gov- 
ernment on Sunday, September 14. On 
Monday, September 15, 1952, local rep- 
resentatives of four Washington area 
Church of Christ congregations called 
upon Dr. Clyde W. Taylor, of the 
Washington office of the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals for as- 
sistance and the Association’s well or- 
ganized Commission on Evangelical 
Action sprang to the defense of the 
persecuted group. 

On Tuesday, Dr. Frederick C. Fowl- 
er, Presbyterian minister and Chair- 
man of the Action Commission, flew 
from Pittsburgh to preside over a 
meeting of some twenty-five persons 
assembled at the office of Dr. Taylor 
in the Kellogg Building. Among those 
who met to consider remedies to ap- 
ply to this latest crisis of Protestant 
missions, were: Dr. Frank B. Gigliotti, 
of LaMesa, California, Vice-Chairman 
of the Commission; Dr. Joseph M. 
Dawson, Executive Director of the 
Baptist Joint Committee on Public Af- 
fairs; Dr. Alvin W. Johnson, Secre- 
tary of the International Religious 
Liberty Association; Dr. Frank H. 
Yost, of the Seventh Day Adventists; 
Congressman Victor Wickersham, of 
Oklahoma; John W. Holton, Church 
of Christ elder and _ secretary 
Speaker Rayburn of the House of 
Representatives, and a number of 
clergymen and elders of the Church 
of Christ in various sections of the 
United States, including Texas, Vir- 
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ginia, and Kentucky. 

Following rather extensive discus- 
sion of the situation, with two reports 
of recent visits to Italy, a Committee 
on Strategy was appointed to draw 
up resolutions, to be presented to the 
Secretary of State of the United 
States and the Italian Ambassador. 
Carrying out the mandate of the con- 
ference, this committee met on Wed- 
nesday, September 17, drew up the 
accompany ng resolutions to be pre- 
sented to State Secretary Dean Ache- 
son at 4:00 P.M. Thursday, September 
18, and to the Italian Ambassador one 
hour later. 

The Committee spokesman, Dr. 
Clyde W. Taylor, explained the reason 
for presenting the resolutions of pro- 
test in the following words: “This res- 
olution is another effort in a cam- 
paign that was initiated by the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals in 
1948 to encourage the Italian Govern- 
ment to renounce the obsolete laws of 
the Fascist regime.” We find the Itali- 
an Government guilty of direct viola- 
tions: first in two instances, of its 
own constitution and, second, of its 
Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and 
Navigation with the United States. 


PEARL HARBOR ATTACKER TO 
BECOME MISSIONARY 


VANCOUVER, B. C. (EP) The Jap- 
anese pilot who commanded the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor is to enter 
Christian ministry. Capt. Mitsuo Fu- 
chida, 50, who was the officer in the 
Japanese Navy and led the planes in 
the December 7 attack, is in America 
to take missionary training for a year. 
He will also Iearn to fly a helicopter 
which he hopes to use in his gospel 
work on his return to Japan. Mr. Fu- 
chida’s conversion to Christianity was 
under the ministry of an American 
missionary, the Rev. Timothy Pietsch, 
who is accompanying him on his trip 
to America. 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


In the four weeks’ Billy Graham 
Campaign in Pittsburgh, total atten- 
dance reached 263,500, for an average 
nightly attendance of 10,134. There 
were 5,988 recorded decisions for 
Christ. This was the first united cru- 
sade in Pittsburgh since Billy Sunday 
meetings in 1913. The next Billy Gra- 
ham Campaign opens in Albuquerque, 
November 2. 

Sixty-three religious bodies now or- 
dain women for the ministry and have 
2,869 women pastors and a total of 
5,791 women ordained or licensed. 


NATIONAL NEWS 


Gospel Invasion Reaches 20,000 Homes 

LOS ANGELES, Calif. (EP) Angelus 
Temple, home church of the Four- 
square Gospel organization, launched 
a “gospel invasion” of its area, send- 
ing 300 workers from all departments 
of the Church and the LIFE Bible 
College out to do house-to-house call- 
ing on two successive Sundays. The 
invasion was directed by the Rev. Carl 
Purdy, visitation specialist, and work- 
ers from the Temple made 20,000 calls, 
discovering 800 good prospects who 
were interested in attending Angelus 
Temple. A follow-up campaign was 
immediately launched, and 100 work- 
ers are to be sent out on regular visi- 
tation at least one night each week. 
Workers were arranged into teams 
under the direction of 62 captains, 
and a definite mapping of the city 
was followed in the invasion.

LONG BEACH, Calif. (EP) Almost 
500 first-time professions of faith 
were recorded during the Appelman 
Evangelistic Crusade here, September 
29-October 19, in a mammoth 4,000-~ 
capacity tent, sponsored by the Long 
Beach Evangelistic Association.
